No cases were 
reported from July 24 to 28, inclusive. July 29 one case was reported 
at San Juan. This makes a total for all Porto Rico, up to and 
including July 29, of 45 cases, of which 30 cases were in San Juan, 
10 in Santurce, 2 at Carolina, 1 at Loiza, 1 at Dorado, and 1 at 
Arroyo.
